‘Byrnes and James Henderson, des- 
ignated by El Dorado Post No. 119, 
American Legion, as the outstand- 
ing girl and boy students of the 
class. 
The American Legion presented 
certificates of merit to Miss Byrnes 
and Mr. Henderson and their names 
will be engraved upon the perma- 
nent plaque which hangs in the high 
school corridor. 
Relatives and other friends of the 
graduates occupied virtually every 
desirable seat in the school auditor- 
ium, on the main floor and in the 
balconies as the exercises opened 
with the entrance of the graduates 
while the high school band, led by 
Charles W. Ball, played Verdi’s “Tri- 
umphal March.” 
The graduates entered from the 
. rear of the auditorium and pro- 
ceeded in pairs down the central 
aisle beneath bowers of flowers, 
held by girl members of the Junior 
class.

$800 Incomes :

Exemption For Married 
Wage Earners May Be 
Cut To $1,800 Minimum 


incomes above $800 a year ($15.83 
a week) and an increase in surtaxes 
On incomes up to $50,000 were the 
major proposals being discussed to- 
day for a new defense revenue bill 
to raise up to $1,000,000,000 annu- 
ally.

by a “super-tax” on present income 
tax and excise tax payments have 
been nearly completed. 

The house ways and means com- 
mittee has not decided how it will 


boost new revenues to $1,000,000,000, 


but will discuss methods at a meet- 
ing today. 

It was learned that the most dis- 
cussed plan included broadening of 
the income tax base by reducing the 
present exemption of $1000 a year 
for single persons to $800, and cut- 
ting the $2500 exempt for mar- 
ried persons to $1800,

“Oh, I'll retire to Coloma whether 
the state takes that ground or not” 
he confides. He’s invested in a 320- 
acre farm, several other lots and he 
has a number of houses in and near 
the history-ridden little town. 

He’s still fighting to keep the 
gold discovery spot, though, because 
in the 40 years since he bought the 
property from a young widow and 
paid for it in labor, he has been 
nursing a dream that some day, 
somehow he would quit pushing a 
broom and go up to Coloma to turn 
his six acres into a commercial 
park. 

He planned to reconstruct Sut- 
ter’s mill as it was in the days of 
the ‘49ers, to mark the exact spot 
where gold was discovered, and to 
use the rest of the colorful river- 
bank property for a picnic and

Germany launched a new drive to- 
day against the backbone of French 
| resistance and Berlin threatened a 
simultaneous thrust against Bri- 
tain. 

More than a million men, per- 
‘haps 1,500,000, were involved as the 
whole French front from the sea 
/ to the Maginot line blazed up. The 
Germans were attacking in force 
against the center positions of the 
| Somme- Aisne front. Strong French 
counter-thrusts were delivered at 
both ends of the line, around Abbe- 
ville and Longwy. Paris reported 
heavy German casualties. 

The French blows appeared to 
hint an attempt by the French high 
command to unhinge the German 
line from its anchor positions at the 
sea and at the Maginot line. Suc- 
cess of such a move would open 
the Germans up to flank attacks 
{and might seriously compromise the 
drive to paris. 

Germany was using an estimated 
Thee men for the offensive—40 in- 
fantry divisions and five motoriz- 
ed “panzer” divisions of the type 
that accomplished the sweep 
through northern France, some 2,- 
250 tanks and 15,000 armored cars 
and other vehicles were being em- 
poyed. 

Against this the French were be- 
lieved to have close to a million men 
in position along the Somme and

Radio Contact 
(Regulated 


U. §. Amateurs Must Not 
Communicate With 
Foreign Stations, Rule 


WASHINGTON, (iP}—The Feder- 
al Communications Commission to- 
day placed an immediate ban on 
radio communications between the 
United States amateurs and foreign 
stations. 

An FCC official said that the com- 
mission could revoke the license of 
any offender. Further prosecution 
could be ordered through the jus- 
tice department, with a maximum 
penalty upon conviction of a $500 
fine for each offense and confisca- 
tion of equipment. 

The commission said that the 
| prohibition does not apply to com- 
munications between amateurs in 
the continental United States and 
its territories and possessions, nor 
to United States citizens authoriz- 
ed to operate amateur stations in 
the Philippine Islands or the Ca- 
nal Zone, when such persons are 
communicating with amateurs in 
the United States.
